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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1 . Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable by Eisler et al 
(U.S. 6,078,942). 

As per claims 1,1 1,16,21 Eisler disclosed an access control method for verifying a user's access 
to a network, comprising the steps: upon receiving an indication signifying that said user is 
attempting to access said network using a multimedia appliance, invoking a multimedia session) 
engine to launch a network access application (col. 4, lines 26-36)); interrogating said user by an 
access application server associated with said network; receiving a multimedia response from 
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said user responsive to said interrogating step; determining if said multimedia response is valid; 
and if so, granting permission to said user to access said network (col 6, lines 8-23). 

2. As per claims 2,18 Eisler disclosed wherein said user is remotely located with respect 
to said network (col 6, lines 1-8). 

3. As per claims 3,24-25 Eisler disclosed wherein said multimedia response from said user 
comprises an audio response responsive to said interrogating step (col. 6, lines 8-23). 

4. As per claims 4,26 Eisler wherein said multimedia response comprises a video input of 
said user in response to said interrogating step (col. 6, lines 8-23). 

5. As per claims 5,27 Eisler disclosed wherein said video input comprises a hve picture 
of said user (col. 6, lines 24-41). 

6. As per claims 6,14,20,23 Eisler disclosed further comprising the steps: upon granting 
permission to said user with respect to accessing said network, re-interrogating said user after a 
time period; receiving a response from said user responsive to said re-interrogating step; and if 
said response from said user not valid, terminating said user's access to said network (col. 12, 
lines 7-15). 
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7. As per claims 7,13,19 Eisler disclosed wherein said response from said user 
comprises at least one of an audio response, a video input, a device input effectuated via said 
multimedia appliance, and a biometric ID input of said user (col. 4, lines 26-36). 

8. As per claim 8 Eisler disclosed wherein said network comprises a corporate 
computer network, and further wherein said re-interrogating step is effectuated by a human 
operator associated with said corporate computer network (col. 4, lines 26-36). 

9. As per claims 9, 15 Eisler disclosed wherein said network comprises a corporate 
computer network, and further wherein said re- interrogating step is effectuated by an automated 
access control apparatus associated with said corporate computer network (col. 13, lines 26-42). 

10. As per claim 10 Eisler disclosed wherein said network comprises a home network, 
and further wherein said re-interrogating step is effectuated by an access control application 
server associated with a pubUc network that serves said user (col, 4, lines 44-51). 

11. As per claims 12,17,22 Eisler disclosed wherein said network portion comprises a 
network selected from the group consisting of a corporate network, a home network, a small 
business network, and a private enterprise network (col. 3, lines 34-45). 

12. As per claim 28 Eisler disclosed wherein said multimedia response further includes 
providing a still photograph of said user (col. 7, lines 3 1-42)
